The  state's  only  Pulp,  Paper  and 
Chemical  Technology  Program  was 

implemented  at  Co-Lin  in  the  fall  of 

1999.  A  new  Pulp  and  Paper  laboratory 
was  constructed  and  a  classroom 
renovated  for  the  program.  The 
program's  inaugural  year  saw  13 
students  enrolled. 

Over  $230,000  of  equipment  was 
purchased  for  the  division  in  1999- 

2000.  Major  purchases  included 
equipment  for  two  new  programs, 
Pulp,  Paper  and  Chemical  Technology 
and  the  Licensed  Practical  Nursing  at 
the  Simpson  County  Facility.  Other 
major  equipment  purchases  were  made 
in  Diesel  Equipment  Technology  and 
the  Computer  Networking  Program. 
Additional  microcomputers  were  added 
in  Drafting  and  Design;  LPN  in 
Natchez;  Pulp,  Paper  and  Chemical 
Technology;  LPN  in  Simpson  County; 
Medical  Radiologic  Technology; 
Medical  Laboratory  Technology;  and 
Instrumentation  Technology  on  the 
Natchez  Campus. 

National  Science  Foundation  (NSF) 
Technology  Partnership 

Copiah-Lincoln  Community 
College  continued  participation  in  the 
NSF  funded  Technology  Partnership 
Project  along  with  Jones  County  Junior 
College,  Itawamba  Community  College, 
Mississippi  Delta  Community  College 
and  Mississippi  Gulf  Coast  Community 
College.  Two  Co-Lin  instructors 
received  additional  network  training  in 
Cisco  Systems.  The  Cisco  Networking 
curriculum  was  integrated  into  the 
Networking  program  during  the  1999- 
2000  school  year.  Co-Lin  will  continue 
its  association  with  Jones  and  the 
National  Science  Foundation  in  2000- 

2001.  Instructors  will  receive  additional 
training  through  the  Cisco  Networking 
Academy  in  the  summer  of  2000.

Tech  Prep  Report 

The  Co-Lin  Tech  Prep 
Consortium  hosted  central 
and  southern  regional  state 
Algebra  I  training  in  Wesson 
and  chemistry  training  at  the 
Simpson  County  Facility  in 
Magee.  Twelve  technology 
training  sessions  involving  114 
secondary  and  postsecondary  educators 
were  held  on  both  campuses.  Other 
sessions  were  held  involving  229 
teachers. 

Counselors  and  career  center 
technicians  participated  in  workshops 
on  career  education,  workplace  ethics, 
ACT  skills,  WorkKeys,  College  Access 
Planning  Program,  and  CX.Online.  The 
highlight  of  the  spring  Counselor 
Retreat  was  a  tour  of  WorldCom 
headquarters  in  Clinton. 

Co-Lin's  Tech  Prep  Coordinator 
conducted  several  professional 
development  sessions  in  the  district  and 
participated  in  Lincoln  County's 
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Transition  Fair.  Twenty-one  educators 
participated  in  the  summer  2000 
internship  program  and  were  placed  in 
various  businesses  and  industries  in  the 
area. 

Work-Based  Learning 

The  Work-Based  Learning  Program 
continued  to  grow  in  its  third  year  of 
operation.  Sixty-one  students  from  13 
technical  programs  participated  in 
work-site  learning  experiences.  The 
addition  of  students  from  two  new 
programs  -  Pulp,  Paper  and  Chemical 
Technology  and  Computer  Network 
Support  Technology  -  accounted  for  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  students  and 
programs  involved. 

In  an  effort  to  encourage  the  use  of 
SCANS  competencies  in 
classroom  instruction,  the 
coordinator  conducted 
monthly  SCANS  seminars  for 
students  and  distributed 
SCANS  newsletters  to 
students  and  instructors. 

Business/industry 
representatives  also 
participated  in  the  SCANS 
seminars  through  their 
presentations  at  student 
forums  on  topics  such  as 
Employer  Expectations, 
Communication  Skills, 
Financial  Planning,  Resume 
Writing  and  Interviewing 
Skills. 

A  highlight  of  the  year 
was  the  Back-to-School  Day,  when 
former  students  were  invited  into 
classrooms  to  speak  on  the  subject, 
"Things  I  Wish  I  Had  Known."  Former 
students  representing  25  different 
businesses/industries  participated  in  the 
event,  which  was  held  during  National 
Career  and  Technical  Education  Week. 

Natchez  Campus 

The  Natchez  Campus  Vocational- 
Technical  Division  had  a  very  successful 
year  as  330  Natchez  area  residents 
attended  special  interest  classes. 
Industrial  Training  accounted  for 
another  1,326  trained  to  upgrade  skills 
and  to  prepare  for  new  jobs.  The  Job 


Training  Partnership  Act  funded  four 
programs:  LPN,  Welding,  Certified 
Nurse  Assistant  and  Commercial  Truck 
Driving,  with  over  80  students  trained 
in  these  programs  during  the  year. 

Seven  graduates  in  Electronics/ 
Instrumentation  were  given  the 
opportunity  to  take  qualifying 
technician  tests  administered  through 
Bell  South.  The  results  of  the  five  tests 
administered  included  two  students 
passed  all  five  tests,  two  students  passed 
three  of  the  tests,  one  student  passed 
two  of  the  tests,  and  one  student  passed 
one  of  the  tests. 

Renovation  was  completed  adding 
another  classroom/lab  in  the 
Electronics/Instrumentation 
Department.  This  expansion  gives  the 
opportunity  to  meet  the  educational 
needs  of  the  increased  enrollment  in 
this  department. 

A  Child  Development  Technology 
program  was  set  up  with  evening 
classes  on  the  Natchez  campus  to 
respond  to  the  educational  needs  of 
Head  Start  in  Natchez  and  surrounding 
counties  in  the  college  district.  Thirty- 
nine  (39)  participants  were  enrolled. 

The  division  worked  with  the 
Natchez  Economic  and  Community 
Development  Authority  in  planning 
and  developing  the  School-to-Careers 
initiative.  As  a  partner  in  this  federally 
funded  grant  we  are  bridging  the  gap 
between  our  K-12  schools, 
postsecondary  education,  and 
job/ career  placement. 

The  Respiratory  Care  Technology 
program  began  two  new  initiatives  this 
year.  The  Rex  Rowzee  Award  was 
established  to  recognize  the  clinical  site 
that  demonstrated  the  most  assistance 
to  our  students.  This  annual  rotating 
award  is  based  on  students' 
recommendation.  The  Mentor 
Preceptor  Award  recognizes  the 
individual  who  has  served  as  the  best 
mentor  at  a  clinical  site. 

The  division  provided  facilities  for 
over  115  community  and  educational 
activities  for  both  local  and  state 
agencies.

The  Thames  Center  provides  state- 
of-the-art  technology  and  innovative 
job  training  and  workshop 
opportunities  for  businesses,  industries, 
and  educational  institutions,  which 
helps  accomplish  the  mission  of  the 
division. 

The  Thames  Center  features  Wolf 
Hall,  a  large  banquet  hall,  that  will 
accommodate  450-500  individuals  in  a 
banquet  setting  and  can  be  subdivided 
into  three  large  meeting  rooms  for 
approximately  100  individuals  in  each 
room.  The  college's  food  service 
provider,  Valley  Innovative  Services, 
operates  the  full  service  kitchen.  They 
offer  a  wide  variety  of  menu  choices  for 
banquets,  meetings,  etc. 
Accommodations  include  two  guest 
suites  suitable  for  small  meetings  for  up 
to  12,  with  access  to  a  large  deck 
overlooking  the  18-hole  Championship 
Wolf  Hollow  Golf  Course.  In  addition 
The  Thames  Center  has  four  guest 
rooms  for  overnight  accommodations. 

The  Thames  Center  has  two 
additional  training  rooms,  the  Natchez 
Room  and  the  Wesson  Room.  The 
Wesson  Room  is  equipped  with  25 
state-of-the-art  computers  with 
technology  capable  of  satellite 
downlinking,  two-way 
videoconferencing,  video  projection, 
video  production,  and  cable  ready 
access. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  facility, 
The  Thames  Center  has  hosted  78 
computer- related  training  classes  or 
workshops,  16  banquets,  15  luncheons, 
and  68  other  meetings/workshops. 

During  1999-2000,  both  campuses 
hosted  or  co-sponsored  numerous 
classes,  workshops,  and  programs  for 
students  from  all  age  groups  and 
economic  backgrounds. 

The  1999-2000  year  saw  the  second 
annual  Kids  College  summer  program 
on  the  Natchez  campus  with 
approximately  45-50  in  attendance  for 


the  seven  weeks  of  classes.  The  annual 
College  Fair  for  high  school  students 
was  held  with  record  attendance. 

Adult  Education  experienced  the 
largest  enrollment  ever,  serving  1,037 
individuals.  Forty-four  of  these  were 
on-line  instruction  participants  from 
other  states  and  foreign  countries. 

The  Continuing  Education 
program  offered  85  special  interest 
classes  from  the  summer  of  1999 
through  the  spring  of  2000  with 
approximately  550  individuals 
participating. 

The  Institute  for  Learning  in 
Retirement  (ILR)  had  its  third 
consecutive  record  enrollment  with  278 
members  on  both 
campuses.  Members 
enjoyed  luncheon 
lectures  on  such 
topics  such  as 
landscape  design, 
literature,  and 
politics;  and  over  25 
special  interest 
classes  on  topics  such 
as  computer  training, 
financial  planning, 
insurance,  and 
southern  culture. 

Twelve  one-day 
trips  to  destinations 
such  as  New  Orleans, 
Jackson,  Baton 

Rouge,  and  Biloxi  were  informative  and 
relaxing.  Overnight  trips  to  Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama;  Branson,  Missouri;  Mobile, 
Alabama;  and  Memphis,  Tennessee  were 
enjoyed  by  all  who  attended. 

Co-Lin's  Senior  AIDES  program 
saw  80  participants  and  served  62  host 
agencies.  For  the  fourth  consecutive 
year,  the  program  met  its  unsubsidized 
placement  goal  of  25%  of  authorized 
enrollment. 

The  Workforce  Development 
Center  sponsored  over  750  training 
classes  for  business,  industries,  and 
other  organizations  throughout  the 
college  district  with  approximately 
10,000  participants  in  these  training 
classes.

Completion  of  the  $2.3  million 
Billy  B.  Thames  Conference  Center 
was  the  highlight  of  the  1999-2000 
year.  Funded  through  bond  money 
given  by  the  state  legislature,  county 
funds  from  within  the  district,  and  a 
gift  annuity  from  Fred  and  Jewett 
Taylor,  the  Thames  Center  has  19,000 
square  feet  of  office  and  meeting 
space. 

Ten  offices  of  the  Division  of 
Community  Services  are  housed  in  the 
facility. 

The  Thames  Center  will  be  used 
primarily  to  host  training  conferences, 
meetings,  seminars,  and  workshops 
for  business  and  education  entities. 

The  relocation  of  the  Division  of 
Community  Services  into  The  Thames 
Center  left  the  second  floor  of  the 
Ewing  Administration  Building  with 
much  needed  office  space.  Renovation 
took  place  to  provide  three  office 
suites  for  the  Dean  of  Academic 
Instruction,  the  Executive  Director  of 
the  Foundation  and  Alumni  Affairs, 
and  the  Director  of  Public 
Information.  The  administration 
building  also  saw  improvements  on 
the  outside  as  a  new  and  expanded 
sidewalk  was  constructed  along  with 
seven  brick  planters. 

J.C.  Redd  Drive,  which  leads  to 
Wolf  Hollow  Golf  Course  and  The 
Thames  Center,  was  totally 
reconstructed  with  new  drainage, 
curbing  and  asphalt.  In  addition,  the 
parking  area  for  Wolf  Hollow  Golf 
Course  was  expanded  and  paved 
through  a  water  and  soil  conservation 
grant. 

To  accommodate  the  Vocational- 
Technical  Division's  new  Pulp,  Paper, 
and  Chemical  Technology  Program 
and  increased  enrollment  in  the 
Business  and  Office  Technology 
Program,  the  second  floor  of  the 
Fortenberry  Building  was  renovated.  A 


new  computer  lab  and  a  classroom 
and  lab  were  added. 

A  new  concession  stand  and 
bathroom  facilities  were  added  to  the 
softball  and  soccer  fields.

Information  technology  will 
continue  to  play  a  vital  role  in  the  day 
to  day  operations  of  Co-Lin  in  the 
twenty- first  century.  Expansion  of  the 
Technology  Department  included  a 
physical  move  to  the  Fortenberry 
Building.  The  year  also  saw  the 
retirement  of  Maurice  Cammack, 
director  of  technology.  Under  his 
leadership,  Co-Lin  experienced  a 
revolution  in  technological  services. 

A  new  NS  8200  email  server  was 
installed  to  the  Wesson  Campus  to 
host  Novell  GroupWise.  Co-Lin  also 
expanded  the  Internet  dialup  services 
to  students  and  began  offering  web- 
based  email  to  faculty  and  staff  via 
GroupWise  WebAccess. 

A  new  computer  lab  was  added  in 
the  Fortenberry  Building.  Co-Lin 
partnered  with  Cisco  Systems,  Inc.,  the 
worldwide  leader  in  networking  for  the 
Internet,  to  become  the  site  of  a  local 
Cisco  Networking  Academy. 

Additional  switch  capacity  was 
added  on  both  campuses  to  provide 
connection  to  additional  personal 
computers. 

The  Co-Lin  web  page  was 
expanded  to  include  links  to  web- 
based  email,  Virtual  Community 
College  courses,  and  links  for  other 
college  information.  Additional  on-line 
courses  were  offered  and  preparation 
has  begun  to  set  up  a  server  using 
Blackboard  software  for  all  faculty. 

On  the  Natchez  Campus,  the  Joey 
Paul  Computer  Lab  was  established. 
The  lab  was  named  after  the  late  Dr. 
Paul,  a  Co-Lin  instructor  who  died  in 
1998.  A  new  Dell  2300  server  was 
added  to  host  GroupWise  Post  Office 
and  the  Router/Firewall  was  upgraded 
to  provide  additional  growth  and 
security  features. 

As  preparations  are  made  for  the 
new  academic  year,  services  to  students 
will  expand  to  include  email  accounts 
for  all  students  and  local  dialup  access. 
Also,  students  will  be  given  personal 
web  space  and  file  storage  capabilities. 


The  Thames  Center 

The  phrase  "state-of- 
the-art"  is  often  overused 
and  misapplied,  but  not 
when  used  to  describe  the 
technology  featured  in 
the  Thames  Center.  The 
Technology  Department 
established  fiber  links  to 
The  Thames  Center  and 
installed  the  computer- 
training  lab. 

A  gift  from  Fred  and 
Jewett  Taylor  allowed  Co- 
Lin  to  invest  in  the  very 
best  hardware  and 
software  available  at  the 
time. 

The  Thames  Center 
technology  features  include: 
A  25-unit  computer  lab  that 
features  desktop  video 
conferencing,  integrated  cable  TV 
and  video  editing  capabilities. 
The  latest  software  is  available  to 
meet  the  training  needs  of 
business  and  industry. 
An  advanced  wireless  sound 
system  that  can  meet  the  audio 
needs  of  a  small  one-room 
conference  or  the  entire  Wolf  Hall 
Wolf  Hall  can  be  subdivided  into 
three  independently  controlled 
units.  A  wireless  remote  system 
can  adjust  sound,  lighting,  and 
video  in  any  or  all  of  the  rooms. 
Also  featured  in  Wolf  Hall  is  a 
recessed  video  projection  system 
and  Internet  access 
for  all  sections  of  the 
main  conference 
room.

The  Mississippi  Virtual 
Community  College  offered 
approximately  50  on-line  courses  and 
served  approximately  2,000  students  in 
1999-2000  academic  year.  In  the  fall  of 
2000,  MVCC  will  increase  the  number 
of  courses  offered  to  approximately 
190. 

Last  fall,  Co-Lin  offered  six  for- 
credit  on-line  courses  and  will  add 
two  courses  in  Business  and  Office 
Technology,  English  Composition  I 
and  II,  Spanish  Conversation  I,  College 
Algebra,  Humanities,  and  Music 
Appreciation  in  the  Fall  of  2000. 

Co-Lin  is  committed  to  making 
technological  improvements  to  better 
serve  the  students,  faculty  and  staff  in 
the  new  millennium.
